hostilitiea. Whether this stntament wa 
intended to convey a threat or a piom 
ise, is not stated j but from recent devo 
opmentsj rcspooling the. French Minis 
tcr's visit to Bichmqnd, it appareatl 
bodes no goodie thdrebel envoy and hi 
cause. 
Tho Emperor :f>s>nfira>s the in 


tiraation slid lit bava 'teori^inade bj 
M.'ileroi'er -tta' the .time has now de- 
parted when the confederate.leaders can 
hope for tbe'aid or sympathy of foreign 
nations, and that tho French government 
would int«q>oso its' .good offices in seou, 
ring to ihe Strath tuejjpirft and tho pro 
teoiion of.tio.,Constitution., of 6ho Uni- 
ted Slates, in accordance with the terms 
ofIhe proclamation: 6f the President at 
the oammonce'iient of the civil war; 


This is.an aapounooment of the high 


est importance. Though our war has 
happily emancipated the American peo- 
ple far ever from tho.baneful influence 
of foreign opinions nudjdoas, yet it oan- 
notbe denied :that our civil war still 
•renders us peculiarly liable to tho gpoi 
or evil offices of tho European nations 
Wsrdthe.Whole world to arm againsl 
our'cpttijBJijiinJ'pnr causo,.it would Ott 
ly stimulate Ui'io;i:foneTfed exertions in 
behalf of the integrity of our nation and 
Government. Tho ability, however, of 
foreign nations to shorten or prolong the 
struggle can, not be doubted. It was 
well observed by Secretary Soword iri a 
recent dispatch ,16 a. United.States Mia- 
ister abroad, that the rebellion would 
terminate in a.day if it were deprived 
of the aid and sympathy of tho European 
powers' 
Iftno tomailiB, tUen, ot the 


Emperor Napoleon, talJenin connection 
with Iho visit oITis Minister; to Eioh- 
mond, afford any indication that tho rcb 
ela i>re to cnoounteti lEubpean opposi 
tion, as also the power of tho North, we 
may hail this intelligence as a sign of 
tho coming pease whion may be nearer 
than croakers arc willing to suppose. 


WIMJAMSBUKO ABAl-POKED' 
On tho receipt of (lie flret news of tho 


evacuation of Toiktown, wo expressed 
the opinion that the rebels; would not 
make any dooiawQ s.taiid afc "Williams- 
burgj for the position is-loBfl advantage- 
ous than that of Yorktown. 
The tele- 


grspli now informs us that Williamoburg 
has been evacuated, and that tho rebels 
are in full flight, ptirsuod by our forces. 
It is very likely that they have w>rks 
thrown up at various poiuta on tho route 
to Richmond, whoro their best and moi 
reliable troops ban tako a temporary 
refuge and check .the advance of the 
pursuers. It is. possible, also, that tho 
lino of tho Chickahotniny may be obsti 
nately defended, to the delay of our. ad- 
vance for some days, while tho bulk of 
the rebel army is taking up its final po- 
sition before and around 
Richmond, 


But, on the other, hand, even if this is 
the rebel plan, the rapid and resistless 
prosecution oi tho pursuit under Gen 
McOlellan may defeat the 'design, and 
drive tho rebel hordo back upon their 
capital in each a distracted ,nnd panic 
stricken state, that its defense nill b 
out of tho question. ... ,,'.
